Tbe return of Mr. Cochrane for Saanich is 
another victory (or llie Uniou party, and ano 
thar blow to that unfortunate clique ol 
politicians whose embrace to tho aspiring 
candidate is political death. The anti- 
unionists bave mutlo tho Saanioh election 
the great test of their political creed— the 
were to stand or fall by the result— and tbe\ 
have falleo. Wo have no desire to rejuicr 
over these unfortunate und misguided men 
They have been weighed so often in iho pub 
lie balance nnd found wanting, that il would 
be charity to allow them to sink into politi- 
cal oblivion, Their vaniiy, however, urges 
them forward, and their short-sightedness 
precludes their discerning defeat until it has 
overwhelmed them.

They nnd their oantiidute are 
again defeated — the 1 union cause hns received 
an endorsement of public opinion, and Mr 
Cochrane takes his seat as the exponent of 
tho mote enlightened political doctrines 
which are now entertuined by the bulk ofl.be 
inhabitants. 



BRITISH COLUMBIAN POLITICS. 

Small as the interests seem to us which 
cemre in the representative element in the 
Government of British Columbia, Ihey are 
nevertheless, interests which should not be 
entirely icnored by the people of Vancouver 
Island. For good or ill we are always, to 
some extent, affected by the action of our 
neighbors. Every vigorous effort made by 
the authorities at New Westminster to open 
up tbe agricultural, mineral or lumbering re 
sooroes of the colony ou the main land gives 
an increased vitality to our own progress, 
and every oversight, neglect or incompetency 
evinced by the same power reacts in its turn 
to our disadvantage. So much does this 
sympathetic law pervade tho relations of 
both colonies, that even the political condi 
tionof British Columbia is a thing we cannot 
afford to treat with indifference. We cannot 
at least, as British subjects, and as men 
desiring the speedy inauguralion of responsi 
ble Government in either a united or separate 
colony, allow the recent " elections " o 
" selections " of our neighbois to pass by un 
noticed. We cannot remuin quiescent spec 
tatori of a political contest in a British 
colony in which tho principal electoral 
element was foreign. If it were de- 
termined to make the Legislative Council 
drink the dregs of humiliation to the utter- 
most — if it were designed to insult the 
Home Government, by turning its recently 
conferred boon of "one-third representative 
Government " into a really genuine burlesque, 
however much we might blame the in 
habitants, we could not get over the fact that 
the action was but natural to men who bad 
enjoyed all the political privileges of British 
■uDjects belore they ever signted the British 
Columbian shore*, aDd who, therefore, foil 
themselves insulted by a nominee Couoci 
But we believe, so far as the people were 
concerned, with ihe exception of Now West 
minster— which went thnugh something 
like a Torm-il British election — shore was no 
peculiar determination, nc deeply-drawn 
design. There appeared nothing, in fact, but 
■n indiscriminate scramble among all na- 
tionalities. From Hope lo Cariboo, the elec 
tines of repieseniatives lo the Legislative 
Council have been of a character never be- 
fore witnessed in a British colony. Fo.eigner- 
of all classes, men of all nations, exercised 
the nleotoral privilege of British subject" 
A morn significant commentary on the 
character of tin political io-tilutions of lb> 
oounlry could not well be .. ritten. II llie 
Legislative Council intended by its culpab e 
neglect in not providing a franchise for Ihe 
people, to injure the cause ol representative 
Government in the eyes of the Home au- 
thorities, it will, no dou it. succeed ; but h 
will at the same time reduce the Legislative 
body to a position of contempt that will pre- 
clude the possibility ol any m »n of spirit 01 
respectability taking part in its discussion" 
The only remedy for this disgraceful slate o 
things lies with the British portion of tin 
population. Ii i hey are fit, in the slightesi 
degree, for the privilege which they Boliuit— 
representative Government— they will have 
to show more spirit in public matters, ai 
present it would appear thai their puhlii 
men are too much tickled with Ihe ludicrou- 
title of "honorable," lo think of beslowing 
an; attention on the political requirements ol 
the country, and movements which were sei 
on foot in the early put of the year to se- 
cure a popular description of Government 
havo been quietly burked by men pretend- 
ing to political leadership. Belter a thou 
sand times that union, in its most repulsive 
form, should bo accepted by Ihe inhabitants 
of Now Westminster than that public opin- 
ion should come down to an ebb that ceases 
lo control the action of would-be oligarchs 
We are interested in obtaining uuion, bin 
much us wo wish lor such a consummation, 
we desire political manliness in out 
neighbors still more. We wish lo *oe them 
with all the vigor or a youthlul and healthy 
colony, throw their energy into the develop- 
ment ol the country's wealth— not the lame 
apron-led Colonists Of a Government, however 
paternal. Quiita nonmovtre — ''Disturb nol 
what is (juiet " — is a celebrated maxim for a 
rotten cause, but it will scarcely servo iho in- 
terests of tho people of Hriiish Colombia. 
They lrnvoa cumbrous load of officialdom, 
with its exhausting demand on iho public 
purse, to shako off— they havo n politica 
system to build up— let thorn Ih row aside 
the mannikins that am enjoining quietude, 
and proceed like men to the nevor-ceasino. 

Let them uoither 
rest nor flag until they havn obtained a Leg' 
islature in which it will at least be an honor 
Jo ijf,

THE SAN JEAN GOLD FIELDS. 

Mr. Foloy and party returned from San 
Juan river, on tho West Coast, on Saturday 
evoniog, after a month's abaenaa. They as* 
oended the river to its head waters, a distance 
ol sixty miles, prospeeting ail tbe way up. 
The river is a scries of bnrs np to its source, 
in all of which tliH prospectors found pay. 
NoDe of them would yield less than $3 per 
day, and numbors 85, while a few would 
average ?8. Gold was found ex'onded over 
a distance of forly miles up the river. The 
gold is fine, requiring tho use of quicksilver, 
by which, however, larger pay than that 
staled could be taken out. The river would 
require to be worked by sluicing, for which 
there is plenty of water in the small streams 
running in from both sides. On the soft bed- 
rock prospeots of course gold were obtained. 
Indications of silver ore were found, the quartz 
along the stream allowing more signs of silver 
ore than any Mr. Foley has seen on tho Island 
On the main fork of tho river which heads 
into the backbone of the Island, r bundance 
ol iron ore was found, A stream emptying 
into the norlh west corner of Sun Juan har- 
bor, which Mr. Foloy named Harris river, was 
ascended some 20 miles, nud prospects of 
shot gold wero obtained, becoming bettor and 
heavier as the party went up. From the ap 
oearance of the bed rock and gravel, and the 
niintry generally, Mr. Foley is ol ti,e opin- 
on that Harris river will be the best payin 
ireum in that region. A large stream 
which ompliea into San Juan river about 12 
miles from the mouth, was named by Mr. 
Foley DeCosmos Creek, and yielded pros- 
pects of 3 and 4 cent dirt on all the bars. 
Another creek, about 20 miles from the mouth, 
was named Evans Creek, presentiug similar 
prospects. None of the other tributaries 
contain d any gold, the fall of l he stream 
being so great that the bed rook was swept 
perfectly smooth and bare. 

LUMBER. 

The banks of the San Juan and Harris 
rivers are covered with fine spars, and the 
country presents excellent facilities for lum- 
bering. The timber eilends down to the 
edge >t the harbor and any quantity could 
also be floated down the streams. On tho 
eastern side of the harbor is a beautiful land- 
looked cove, where the largest vessels could 
lie and load sheltered Irom all directions. 

FISHERIES. 

From San Juau harbor running down to 
Cape Flattery and westward to Barclay 
Sound, aro found extensive Cud-banks, 
swarming with fish equal in every respect to 
those caught, at Newfoundland. The Indians 
were calching Ihem in large Quantities and 
of great size. There are ulso plenty of hali- 
but, and dog-fish in great numbers. Excellent 
wages could be made catching the last 
named fish for tho sake of tho oil they 
yield.

In lieu of cluuse IV making the list of voters 
at the municipal election correspond with the list 
of voters for the House of Assembly. 

The hon Treasurer moved the insertion of a 
clause limitinK the list of voters to those only 
who had paid taxes under the municipal By-laws. 

Some discussion ensued hereon. The hon. 
Colonial Secretary thought it advisable to extend 
the number uf vuturs who onjoy tho city franchise 
as much is possible, and to give all tax-payers a 
voico in the government of tho city. 

Tho hon. Chief Justice said this bill was only a 
provisional one. He agreed with the idea uf all 
tax payers having a vote, he did not think, how- 
ever, that the present mode of raising taxes was 
contemplated when the originM act was framed. 

Tbe hun. Treasurer mud there was no doubt 
that if all paid up it would contribute several 
thousand dollars to the municipal revenue. He 
hud still another nnicndnient to introduce here- 
after which would extend tho privilege of tho 
franchise in the city government to foreigners 
who pnid tHies. He did not see that any danger 
could arise to the state from their admission to 
this privilege, and it would add materially to tho 
list of vnter3. 

Tho hon. Attorney General was opposed to the 
anvtiament' he thought that it would give rise to 
endless disputes. 

The hon, Chief Justice said if tho voters were 
to be confined to those who had paid taxes it 
would diminish the 1 1st considerably, 

The hon. Treasurer said it would increase it. 

After soaie discussion the amendment was put 
and lost, and the original clause carried with 
clerical amendments. 

The hon. Treasurer moved that clause VII. be 
expunged. He thought it desirable that foreign 
residents should have a voice and interest in our 
municipal affairs, concerning which they had al- 
ways manifested great indifference. (Jur commu- 
nity was so small that he did not consider it ad- 
vantageous that foreigners who enntriouted to tho 
municipal revenue should be disfranchised in civio 
elections. 1 he amendment not being seconded 
fell through. 

Clauses VII and VIII were expunged and tho 
following substituted for clauso VII. 

That each voter voting for a Mayor or Council- 
lor o.- Councillors may bo called upon by any 
voter qualitieo tu voto at such c oction to take an 
onth in the form or to the effect of the schedule 
thereto.

read a third time, and passed.

CHIEF JUSTICE SALARY HILL 

The House went into committee on this Bill, 
tho hon. Colonial Secretary in the Chair 

The hon, Attorney General said he represented 
the Crown and could not lend his sanction to any 
language which he did not consider respectful to 
Her Majesty. The proposed bill evidently only 
implied a condition upon which the money would 
be voted, he thought it interfered with tho Royal 
Prerogative. The wishes ol the colonists would 
doubtless bo received with the greatest respect, 
but Her Majesty should be approached with a re- 
spectful request, and he should not Isiiuself vote 
upon a hill which dictated what kind of Chief 
Justice was to be sent out. It was stated for in- 
stance that he must bo a practising Barrister in 
England. Why could not a competent Judge be 
found in India for instance ? There were highly 
competent Judges there, whose health could not 
stand the climate i> If the Council would vote for 
the bill as it stood, he cauld not, and he had done 
his duty as an officer of tho Crown in bringing 
his objections forward. 

The Chief Justice said there were good grounds 
for tho remarks of the Attorney General. He 
thought it very bold in tho Lower House to word 
the bill in such language, but still the Lower 
Houao claimed and exercised the same rights as 
the House of Commons in all money bills, and 
the right of the House of Lords to alter a money 
bill was questioned by an old case referred to in 
May. 

Clause I. passed. 

The hon. Chief Justice slating lhat although he 
did not endorse the language used, he votod for 
the clause, because it provided for the appoint- 
ment of a barrister properly conversant wilh tho 
tommen law of England, which he believed in- 
dispensable. 

Clauso II. was objected to by the Attorney 
General, as it contained absolute contradictions, 
using the words "permanent" and "temporary" in 
conflict, and he thought it really too bad that tho 
Lower House should lead them into such scrapes. 
If, however, the bill could not be altered, it must 
go with all its imperfections on its head 

'The hon. Treasurer moved that the word "per- 
manent" be struck out. He thought eases were on 
record where similar alteration!, had been made by 
the Council, which did not affect the principle of 
the bill, and had been accepted by tho Hous 
below. 

The amendment was carried. 
The preamble was again objected to by tho hon. 
Attorney General, but eventually passed, and bill 
reported complete 

The hon. 'Treasurer g*ve notice of motion for 
the recommittal of the bill at next meeting, as 
hon. members had not had the opportunity of ex 
staining ihe wording of the bill lo judge whether 
it contained language disrespectful to Her Majesty 
or not, and Council adjourned to Wednesday at 
3 P- m.

Ha looked in splendid condition, 
anil almost as Irish us ever.- Tho French do 
not hesitate to givo tremendous prices even 
for their earrings horses, which they bring 
over from England in numbers that would 
surprise you. Ono has only to walk down 
the Avenue de I'lmperatriee during tho sea 
•on to he convince, 1 of the immense improve- 
ment which has taken placo of latter years, 
not only in tho slyle in which tho equipages 
which crowd the drive ore turned out, but 
in tho breed ol horses one sees, whioh bid 
fair lo rival thoso sojmtly admired in Rot- 
ten Row. — Pan's Car. of the Sttir.

Our responsible 
editor, D. Innocente Ortiz y Casado, pro- 
prietor and provincial deputy at Madrid, is 
about to be tried neither more nor less Ihtin a 
soldiur would be who had committed a 
breach of discipline. The officers who com- 
pose tho tribunal will havo lo take cogni- 
sance of offences which are not provided for 
by the military codo. We request foreigners 
not tojudgo of us by those acts due e.xslu- 
sively to our bad governors, ami whom our 
country has always rejei ted wilh dignity, 
and now does so wilh indigo ition. We pro- 
test, now and ever, against a proceedinr; 
which is unexuinpled either in the history of 
our own country or in Unit of any other 
civilised notion." The nolico is followed hy 
the order convoking tho military tribunal, 
and prescribes to all the chiefs and officers 
not being on duly lo bo present. A tele- 
graphic despatch announces the acquittal of 
llie Iberia.

Mr. Culver- 
well seeing that tho election was agaiu-t 
him, showed his good sense by resip;niug a 
little before three o'clock, and telling his 
supporters to vole for Mr. Cochrane.

How run Pooit Livk in London. — The 
larger part of tho poor women in London tret 
a living by charing and laundry work. The 
wages ol the husband will not pay the six 
shillings rent for two rooms, and the schooling 
of two or three b. ys and girls, and "keep 
the wolf from the door" as well. The wife, 
then, must go out to work also. A mechanic, 
working lor tho phops in his own neighbor- 
hood, or for those al Ihe West End, makes 
from eighteen shillings to one pound per 
week; a laborer the same sum. This leaves 
a small surplus lor clothes, I assure you, il 
any at all. aller the rent is paid and the food 
consumed at the end of tho week. I know 
as a fact thai most wives who are too delicate, 
or are unable for other reasons to go out to 
work, never eat meat themselves, and they 
and their children mainly subsist on bread 
and dripping, treacle-water, and tea. Some- 
times a luxury is improvised in the way of a 
herring, or nn ounce or two salt butter and a 
herring. Tins I know lo be the tare ol a 
poor family who, out ol .CI fis. per week, 
have (is. 6d. rent to pay, and to support live 
young children. Tho poor in -n must eat one 
good meal of meat now and then in the week, 
or his health would decline (nr want ol 
proper nourishment, and his work would Hug 
wolully in consequence, tin the return of 
thn wives from the wash-tub or charing they 
have only time to wash their children ami 
put them lo bed. All day some ol Ibe chil- 
dren have been at the ragged or national 
schools ; perhaps one boy lias been carrying 
newspapers, and parcels, or doctor's mediciue, 
lor 3s. Cd. per week ; another has had the 
care of the baby, as well us a small child
